A FAMOUS THIEF. 


Arnold Captured by Sheriff Foster In 


Indiana and U. ought to Decatur. . 


HE STOLE 37 BOUSES. 


Alexander Arnold, one of the most 


notorious horse thieves known to the 
officers anywhere in the country, is now 
a prisoner in the Macon county jail, hav- 
ing been brought here from the Indiana 
state penitentiary on Sunday last by 
Sherfff Foster, who went to Jeffersonville 
over a week ago armed with a requisition 
trom Governor Hamilton for the body of 
Arnold. The prisoner was indicted at 
the last May term of court for horse-steal- 
ing, committed in this county on the night 
of January 6th, 1882. It will be remem- 
bered that on the night of January 6th 
Millard Russell had a 1100 gray horse 
stolen from the hitching rack east of the 
city park, and that on the same evening 
Frank Beall, a tenant on Manager Haines' 
form, 10 miles east, had stolen from his 
stable a $150 bay horse. This thievery 
became known at once and officers were 
put on the trail of the thief. Sheriff 
Foster had postal cards, giving a full de- 
scription of the stolen horses, sent out to 
various points, and in due time word 
came from Terre Haute that the horses 
had been found in possession of a fellow 
the officers there had placed under arrest. 
Russell and Beall went to Terre Haute 
and recovered their horses. An attempt 
was made to bring Arnold, the thief, here 
for legal punishment, but the officers so 
worked upon the fellow in his cell that 
he confessed to having stolen no less than 
37 horses in Illinois and Indiana, and 
most of this great number of animals 
through the confessions of Arnold were 
traced and returned to their rightful own- 
ers. Arnold was not' at the head of' a 
band of robbers. He did business on his 
own hoo'i, and after stealing a horse he 
would run it off some distance and trade 
or sell it. He operated in different parts 
of the country, but not until he made a 
break in this county did he run against a 
snag, and fall into the hands of the offi- 
cers, and finally into the penitentiary. 
He was sent up from Terre Haute for 
two years and expected to be let loose at 
the expiration of his time on Saturday 
morning, but he was met in the warden's 
office by Sherill' Foster with his requisi- 
tion, and at the same time there were 
sheriffs on hand from Vigo, Clay and 
other counties in Indiana, all after Ar- 
nold, but Foster who is a schemer and 
seldom gets left, got away with the Hoo- 
sier officials, and came home in'trinmph 
with the notorious thief. It took a good 
deal of wire-pulling on the part of Foster 
to get possession of his man, but he had 
gone to a great deal ot trouble to get 
Arnold and he was determined to have 


m. 
Arnold will probably get 15 or 20 years 


rom this county at the December term 
of court. 


The confessions of thievery by Arnold 


are enough to keep him busy breaking 
rock in the Illinois and Indiana peniten- 
iiaries the balance of his Ufa. He is get- 
ing well advanced in years.

His 
wife supposed him to be a burglar and 
uietly watched for an opportunity to 
epper him from the time he first tried to 
pen the front door. The citizen will 
ecover, and hereafter when he comes 
ome at night unexpectedly he will first 


make certain that his burglar-killing 
wife in not on the war nath.

0BUOAN by Mr. Lewis Skelley, of the 
ounty clerk's office, contains the state- 
merit that "Black Bart" has confessed his 
uilt as a highwayman, and it is supposed 
is real name is Charles E. Bolles, for in 
is cabin was found a Bible with the fol-. 
owing inscribed on the fly leaf: "This 
recions Bible is presented to Charles E. 
3olleB, FiretjSergeant Company B., 116th 
llinois Volunteer Infantry, by his wife, 
aa a New Year's gift. God gives us hearts 
o which his * * * faith to believe. De- 
atur, Illinois, 1865.". He confessed to 
aving without assistance committed ~23 
obberies, during the past six years. He 
was always so completely disguised when 
ommitting a robbery that no reliable 
escriplion ot the man could be obtained, 
'his celebrated highwayman was never 
Down to shed human blood, and he sel- 
orn molested private property of passen- 
ers, but as a rule contented himself with 
lie treasure boxes of the Wells, Fargo & 
Jo., express company and also the mail 
lags. To ladies he was always kind and 
onsiderate. His last exploit was on the 
morning of Nov. 3d when he robbed a 
tage in Calveras county-and was cap- 
ured in San Francisco. After committing 
he robbery, officers found near the scene 
a slouch har,a silk handkerohief,a linen cnft' 
and other articles, all having been thrown 
aside b" "Black Bart." These served aa 
slews for capturing the robber. The cuff 
contained the private mark of a laundry 
irm in San Francisco, nnd that place was 
watched for their man and they finally 
laught him. Rewards aggregating $18,- 
:00 have been offered for the conviction 
of this robber. He got $-1,241.20 the last 
jme he robbed a stage, nnd after his 
laptnre he told the officers wheie he had 
lidden the treasure, and it was recovered. 


BOLLES' BISTOliY. 


A REPUBLICAN reporter* made a few 


.equities to-day, and learned that this 
notorious highwayman, previous to the 
jreakiDg out of the rebellion, had lived 
tor awhile in California. He had a wife 
.n Deoatur in ^01 when he enlisted as a 
private of Co. B, 116th 111. Infantry, of 
which company Austin McClurg was the 
first captain, and Chris. Riebsamen, now 
ot BloomingtoD, the second and last cap- 
tain. The records show that Charles E. 
Bolles was"mustered into service on Aug 
13,1862, and served until June 7, 1865 
When I. D. Jennings was promoted to 
quartermaster, Bolles was made first ser 
geant. Constable John McWhinney and 
Felix B. Garver, both of whbm wen 
fcembers of Co. B, state that they remem 
ber Bolles quite well. He wan about 31 
years old when be was in the army, am 
was 5 feet 10 inchea high, a little stoop 
shouldered, ot a quiet disposition, bu 
quick to speak and act. He was wounded 
at Dallas, and when the war was over hi 
came home, but didn't remain here long 
as he and his wife quarrelled and sepa 
rased. Bolles left Decatnr and no om 
hereabouts has ever heard anything o 
him until his recent capture, which hn 
caused widespread interest in Calitornin

HU Visit to Lincoln and His Beoeptloni 


There Yesterday.

Mr.'WUliam H. H. Bnrns,about whora so 


many sensational reports were afloat yes- 
terday in Decatur, Lincoln sudQpther 
cities, arrived in town this forenoon* frota 
Lincoln. He was seen by a RBPCBUCAH 
reporter to whom he stated that he went 
to Lincoln alone on business connected 
with the approaching trial of O. A. Car- 
penter for the murder ot his daughter 
Zura. He says that quite a number ot 
passengers went over to Lincoln on tbe 
same train with him but he knew none 
ot them, and further • he states that 
he has no intention of doing Car- 
penter harm for he believes that tbe 
courts will give him bis just paniahmeut, 
which he avers should be hanging. When 
Mr. B, arrived in Lincoln there was great 
excitement in tbe town, because the sen- 
sational report of his coming hod prece- 
ded him. Carpenter had secreted hunselt 
and did not appear upon the street*, and 
the stories afloat were to the eftect. that 
Burns was coming over with 60 men from 
St Elmo, 50 from Vandalio, 25 from 
Pana, and a large posse from Decatur, all 
armed to the teeth with repeating riflee. 
But ot course there was no foundation 
for all of this, and there was no trouble 
at Lincoln. 


Mr. Burns will go south this evening 


and visit his sick wife at St. Elmo bofore 
going away again next week to assist the 
prosecution in looking up new evidence 
against Carpenter. 


IT is asserted that tbe theory of the 


defense in the 0,,,A. Onrpenter case, is 
that Zura Burns waa murdered at Lin- 
coln by a Decatur man for monoy she 
was supposed to have received from Car- 
penter, but no one hereabouts can or will 
tell what Decatur man is under surveil- 
lance. Mr. Morgan, the detective who is 
working in the interest of Mr. Carpenter, 
arrived here from Vandalia to-day. Two 
detectives for the prosecution have been 
nosing about Maroa during the week. 
Zura and her sister, Mrs. Dukes, used to 
live at Maroa. This will be one ot the 
most thoroughly investigated oases on 
record.

The committee contrast five 


States of the North and five of the 
South, showing the vote cast in each 
Congressional District in 1882. 
The 


vote of the Iowa districts was 26,- 
266, of the Georgia districts, 11,990; 
of the Wisconsin districts, 25,321; 
of the Alabama districts, 15,574; in 
New Jersey, 29,371; in South Caro- 
lina, 16,826; in Maryland, 26,176; 
in Mississippi, 11,207; in Minnesota, 
29,135; in Louisiana, 13,976. The 
average 
vote in these 
Southern 


States is just one half the aver- 
ao-e vote in the Northern Status 
named-r-13,583 against 20,748. In 
other words, one voter in the South 
counts for as much as two in the 
North, sometimes by means of fraud, 
sometimes of 
Intimidation.

there is no telling to what extent 
fraud has swelled even these small 
votes reported from the South.

The seventy-fifth meridian, a hith- 


erto obscure and little known geo- 
graphical line, at nqon yesterday was 
suddenly thrust into world-wide 
fame. 
Ohronoa, with his wife and 


two children, climbed the tower of 
the Western Union building at three- 
quarters past 11 o'clock They went 
up to see the time ball fall at the 
new hour which he had invented. 
"When the sun approached the plane 
of the seventy-fifth meridian a pro- 
fessor at Columbia College was start- 
led to see him pause for a moment 
as if uncertain whether to cross it. 
The suspense of the people on the 
tower was intense. The sun fought 
with his objections for a few mo- 
ments. Then be cleared the meridi- 
an as a school boy would jump ovei? 
a stile or a hunter would cover a 
hedge. The time ball on the West 
ern Union building fell. 
Time had 


gone back four minutes. 
The sun 


was where he stood four minutes be- 
fore he reached the meridian. Many 
ill-satisfied people had a chance to 
live a brief part of their lives over 
again. History became briefer. The 
earth grew fresher. Fifteen hundred 
thousand peopleon Manhattan Island 
were made younger. No wonder the 
watchers on the tower cheered! 


Around the Western Union build- 


ing stood little knots of men, with 
their watches in their hands, waiting 
for the ball to drop. 
When it fell 


the clocks in Trinity, St. Paul's and 
St. John's churches, the Post Office, 
the Produce 
Exchange and the 


Equitable building; at Tiffany's, at 
Benedict's and at all the well-known 
places in the city, were turned back. 
At the sane time a little mite was 
seen traveling across the face of the 
Tribune clock, looking like a man on 
the surface of the moon.

dead. Pulton Ferry boats arrived on 
the opposite side of the East Biver 
before they had started across. 


Only one part of the country did 


not change its time yesterday—the 
District of Columbia. 
This places 


it, as it were, in a different 
age 


Careless of when suns and moons 
rise or set, Congress will go on 
til its successor takes up the ques- 
tion of time and passes a bill to 
shorten eternity eight minutes, ac 
cording to the requirements of its 
geographical position. 


The cause of the change of time 


was yesterday the cause of much cu 
riosity.

I have daily inquiries for these missing 
banners by those who served under them 
and by other parsons from various parts 
of the State and country who feel a deep 
interest in them. It is believed that they 
are retained in various localities where

' erhnpS presentecl, or iu the hands Of the 


imrnanding officers or their descendants, 
ohvithstanding the deep affection the 
d soldier has for the flag of his regi- 
eet end his deeire to keep it near him, yet 
nee the State has provided e protection 
nd safety more secure than can be furn- 
hed elsewhere, it seems most desirable 
iafc they should have their place among 
ie flags ot other regiments in our State 
apitoJ, where they can be seen and hon- 
red by all old soldiers and the citizens 
enerally.

DeWitt county has proved abundantly in 
excess of whnt was supposed at first it 
would average. The recent wet weather 
has greatly impeded its gathering, and 
consequently hardly a fair estimate can 
be placed upon what will be realized. It 
is conceded by farmers generally, how- 
ever, that it will at least average 85 bush- 
els to the aore. Dry weather would more 
perfectly mature it than it exists in its 
present elate. Some farmers have crops 
that will average CO and 75 bushels to the 
acre, but they are rare. 


TAZEWBI.t. 


Pekin, Nov. 22.— The condition of the 


corn crop in this section is poor, and 
upon husking many are disappointed at 
its condition. The storms have made the 
cob soft, and the corn has not matured. 
We have questioned many farmers be- 
sides grain merchants as to its avernge 
yield, and find that from 28 to 30 bushels 
is the average, besides being of poor qual- 
ity. The crop will be half gathered by 
the end of the week. 


LOGAN. 


Lincoln, Nov. 22.— Corn gathering in 


progressing rapidly in this county. The 
condition of that gathered; is not good, 
however, much of it being soft. One 
grain dealer said to-day he had not ret 
seen a load of corn without a great many 
soft ears in it. The yield is more than an. 
average, in fact, it might be called ft large 
crop. Some corn is coming to market, 
but not much. The grain dealers are 
making contracts at 30 cents per bushel. 
Many farmers come in and eay they have 
corn in good condition to crib, but on 
close examination they find they are mis- 
taken. Some who began bucking curly 
had to quit, as the corn was not fit to 
crib. Some corn grown- from Kansas 
seed shows no sign of maturing, but dur- 
ing the recent cold weather the husk waa 
frozen to the ear. 


CHAMPAIGN. 


Champaign, 111, Nov. 22.— The corn. 


crop in this county was nearly all cut 
short and damaged by the frosts. It ii 
all shrunk on the cob, and a large part 
ot it is BO. Cribbing has begun. Tliera 
will-probably be no reliable seed for next 
year, except where dried early by artifl- 
cinl heat. Immense rains have stopped 
all fall plowing, corn cribbing and mar- 
keting. 


W.OODJ?OIID. 


Metamorn, 111., N0v. 22. — Farmers are 


now busy gathering corn, which is not 
by any means an unprecedented crop. 
Throughout the county about the usual 
acreage has been planted, but which, 
owing to unreliable seed, has not come 
up evenly, and this, coupled with climatic 
influences, will make the yield ehoitby 
less than one-half the average, one-tlurd 
of which is soft corn. The work is not as 
far advanced as might be, owing to the 
crop being from twenty to thirty days 
late, 


WVIKO8TON. 


Fairbury, 111,, Nov. 22.— Corn in this 


locality is fair considering the season; 
most of the farmers are cribbing but are 
generally tiling the cribs as much of the* 
corn is not thoroughly dry. The yield 
thua far as reported to us will be in the 
neighborhood of 30 bushels an acre, with 
corn fields not worth gathering. Furrn- 
ers think they will havo plenty of f?ood 
corn tor next year, although a few are 
sending abroad for seed corn. 
Wet 


weather interferes greatly with husking. 


In McLean county the corn is reported 


to be in very bnd condition, and farmers 
say it is going to shrink a great deal.
